Athletic  Program  for  Fun  and  Recrea¬

A  general  program  of  athletic  com¬ 
petition  open  to  all  students  of  the 
College  during  the  summer  session  has 
boon  organized,  and  will  get  under 
way  near  tho  last  of  this  weok.  Tho 
program  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
publicity  department,  and  will  bo  head¬ 
ed  by  various  faculty  members. 

Competition  will  be  sponsored  in  all 
divisions  of  tennis,  playground  base¬ 
ball,  and  horseshoe  pitching.  Mr. 
Leech  will  have  charge  of  the  tennis 
tournaments,  Mr.  Salvcson,  tho  base¬ 
ball  games,  and  Dr.  Seikcl,  tho  horse¬ 
shoe  pitching. 

Tho  baseball  games  will  bo  managed 
under  a  different  plan  from  that  of 
last  year,  according  to  Mr.  Salvcson.  In 
all  preliminary  rounds  up  to  tho  finals, 
the  game  will  bo  played  in  one  45  min¬ 
ute  period  instead  of  the  usual  9-inning 
fashion.  In  tho  final,  or  “Little  World 
Series,”  the  9-inning  game  will  be 
played. 

All  moil's  games  will  begin  promptly 
at  4  p.  m.  on  the  boys’  field  near  the 
football  field,  to  bo  followed  at  exactly 
4:45  by  the  second  game  of  the  day 
on  tho  field  near  the  gymnasium.  Tho 
second  game  will  finish  at  5:30,  giving 
all  participants'  an  opportunity  to  fin¬ 
ish  gamos  and  clear  off  the  field  by  0 
o’clock. 

Girls  games  will  begin  at  4:20  to  avoid 
conflict  with  gym  classes,  and  will  bo 
played  in  tho  same  fashion.  At  noon 
Monday,  when  tho  entry  sheet  was 
taken  from  tho  bulletin  board,  there 
were  eight  toams  entered  in  tho  girls’ 
division,  while  seven  mens’  teams  made 
a  bid  for  tho  honors.

Great  Writers 
Course  Draws 
Many  Students 

Much  Interest  Is  Boing  Taken  by  Stud- 

onts  and  Otliors  in  a  Series  of 

Lectures  Being  Given  at  S.  T.  C. 

Much  interest  has  developed  in  tho 
course,  known  as  English  150,  given 
under  tho  direction  of  Miss  Mattio  M. 
Dykes,  acting  head  of  the  English  de¬ 
partment  at  the  College.  Tho  course  is 
being  taken  for  credit  by  a  number  of 
students.  Besides  tho  credit  students, 
many  students  and  people  of  the  city 
aro  attending.  The  lectures  are  given 
by  tho  members  of  tho  faculty  and 
somo  former  members  of  tho  teaching 
staff. 

Unless  otherwise  announced,  the 
lectures  will  ho  given  m  Social  Hall 
every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  after¬ 
noons  at  4:30  in  the  afternoon.  “Lit¬ 
erature  in  the  Seventeenth  Century”  is 
the  general  subject.  Miss  Mattio  M. 
Dykes  gave  the  first  lecture  Tuesday, 
Juno  10,  on  “Witchcraft  and  Seven¬ 
teenth  Century  Literature.”  She  gave 
an  exposition  of  Witchcraft  from  the 
carliost  time  until  tho  present  day.  She 
traced  its  influences  on  tho  lives  and 
customs  Of  the  people,  with  especial 
reference  to  the  seventeenth  century 
literature.  Just  what  witchcraft  was 
and  how  it  determined  the  attitudes  of 
tho  people  of  that  period,  was  sot  forth 
in  an  illuminating  manner.  Many  illus¬ 
trations  from  authors  of  the  period 
were  given  in  support  of  various  points 
made  by  Miss  Dykes. 

Oil  Thursday,  Juno  12,  Miss  Olive 
S.  DeLuco,  head  of  tho  art  department, 
gave  an  illustrated  lecture  oil  “Art 
in  tho  Seventeenth  Century.” 

She  sketched  tho  various  periods  of 
art  leading  up  to  the  seventeenth  cen¬ 
tury,  giving  something  of  the  history 
and  influences  of  tho  timo  with  a  direct 
bearing  to  the  influoncc3  nt-worlc  on 
the  art  of  the  period.  Illustrated  slides 
were  shown,  thus  giving  thoso  present 
a  chanco  to  see  as  well  ns  hear,  just 
how  the  various  things  being  talked 
about  looked.  Dress,  dwelling-houses, 
churches,  buildings,  and  paintings  of 
England,  France,  Spain  and  Holland 
wore  discussed.  The  names  and  paiut- 
ings  of  leading  artists  of  the  various 
nations  were  given  with  a  critical  dis¬ 
cussion  of  their  merits. 

Tho  subject  was  handled  in  such  a 
way  that  it  was  possible  for  any  one, 
although  not  familiar  with  the  arts  of 
this  poriod,  to  gain  a  comprehensive 
idea  of  it. 

On  Tuesday,  .Tune  17,  Dr.  Dildinc  lec¬ 
tured  on  “Cromwell  and  Self-Govern¬ 
ment.”  An  exposition  of  Cromwell  and 
his  times  was  sot  forth.  The  long  con¬ 
flict  hetwoen  Parliament  and  tho  king 
and  its  results  wore  given  in  such  a 
manner  that  according  to  those  present, 
the  audience  lived  over  those  stirring 
times  in  English  history.  The  various 
problems  confronting  tho  people  of  Eng¬ 
land,  especially  in  regard  to  govern¬ 
ment,  were  given.  How  the  influences 
scl  at  work  during  this  period  havo  in¬ 
fluenced  tho  thought  of  suecocdiing 
times  was  traced. 

On  Thursday,  Juno  19,  Mrs.  Marshall 
E.  Ford,  formerly  Miss  Winn,  at  one 
time  head  of  t-lio  English  department, 
gave  a  lecture  on  “The  Staging  of  Ben 
.Tonsou’s  Plays’.”  Mrs.  Ford  illustrated 
her  lecture  with  a  drawing  of  a  typical 
stage  of  this  period.  She  made  a  per¬ 
formance  livo  again  for  her  hearers  as 
it  was  given  in  this  period  of  English 
history.  All  of  tho  properties,  how  tlioy 
were  handled,  something  of  tho  manner 
and  temperament  of  tho  actors  and 
audioace,  stage  mechanisms,  modo  ami 
manner  of  entrances  and  exits,  wore 
sot  forth. 

A  nuinbor  of  Jonson’s  plays  wore  re¬ 
viewed  with  especial  emphasis  given  to 
tlioir  staging.  Tho  two  theories  of  how 
tho  plays  of  this  poriod  was  accom¬ 
plished  wore  givon  mid  explained.  Thoso 
who  heard  tho  lecture  say  in  compli¬ 
ment  to  Mrs.  Ford  that  they  felt  as  if 
they  had  boon  present  at  nil  actual 
presentation  of  a  play  in  one  of  the 
theatres  of  the  Seventeenth  Century.

Sho  lias  been  a  rural  and  grado  teacher, 
an  elementary  principal,  was  eight 
years  county  superintendent  of  the 
Vernon  county  schools,  and  later  was 
stato  supervisor  of  the  rural  schools 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  stato  de¬ 
partment  of  education.  It  was  while 
Miss  Wliito  was  affiliated  with  tho 
state  department  of  education  that  sho 
went  from  county  to  county  assisting 
in  holding  demonstration  meetings,  and 
giving  talks  before  training  classes, 
farm  organizations,  community  meet¬ 
ings,  district  and  state  meetings  of 
various  types.

Clarence  Worley  Gives  the  Thought  in 
Ten  leading  Koview  of  Reviews’ 
Articles  for  June. 

Parents  are  still  both  desirable  and 
necessary,  despite  the  many  warnings 
of  scientists  against  kissing,  fondling, 
and  living  with  one’s  children.  So  says 
Bertrand  Bussel  in  a  rather  reactionary 
article  in  tho  May  issue  of  “Parents’ 
Magazine.’’  It  is  still  advisable,  Mr. 
Bussel  reminds  us,  to  uso  more  common 
senso  in  place  of  so  much  science  in 
rearing  children.  Thcro  are,  however, 
as  he  goes  on  to  point  out,  five  or  six 
things  that  cause  most  parental  fail¬ 
ures:  1.  Lack  of  lovo  for  tho  child;  2. 
Possessive  love,  that  is,  love  for  what 
tho  child  gives  in  tho  way  of  responses; 
3.  Over-stimulation  in  the  form  of  the 
theater  and  tho  movies;  4.  Too  much 
repression;  5.  Domestic  discord;  6.  In¬ 
culcation  of  a  feeling  of  diffidence  as 
to  one’s  capacities.  In  this  last  respect, 
tho  author  concludes  that  it  is  often 
hotter  for  ho  child  to  do  the  wrong 
thing  confidently  rather  than  tho  right 
thing  diffidently.

Dear  Friend:

Wo  visited  Walter  May’s  uncle 
there  Monday  until  3:00  p.  m.  and  from 
tiiere  got  into  Elkhart,  Indiana  that 
night.  Tiio  next  morning  we  caught  a 
rido  into  Detroit.  We  stayed  there 
with  my  brother  until  today,  and  came 
over  here  with  my  brother. 

Tiio  trip  was  an  enjoyable  one  and 
we,  Walter  May  and  I,  had  a  lot  of  fun. 
Wc  think  we  made  a  record  in  hitch¬ 
hiking  (?). 

The  Fulls  are  real  pretty  now  all  lit 
up  with  different  colored  lights.  We 
saw  everything  hero  this ’evening,  and 
arc  going  over  to  New  York  tomorrow. 
Wo  camo  here  by  way  of  Canada. 

Potatoes  are  just  coming  up  here  as 
are  tlie  oats  and  corn.  The  oats  are 
about  two  inches  high. 

Wo  haven’t  tried  to  get  a  job  yet 
but  aro  going  to  try  to  get  one  Monday. 

Have  been  fishing  over  at  my  bro¬ 
ther's  most  of  the  time  so  far.  The 
Pike  bite  pretty  good  hero  in  the  Huron 
River.  Tliis  river  lias  been  dammed  up 
for  water  power  and  there  is  a  sort  of 
lake  behind  the  dam  which  is  full  of 
fish. 

After  traveling  around  over  tiio  city 
of  Chicago  for  about  a  half  day,  Wal¬ 
ter  concluded  it  was  a  pretty  big  town. 
Anyway  wo  got  around  and  arrived 
hero  O.  K. 

Our  wliolo  trip  to  Detroit  cost  us 
$1.25  in  addition  to  iiotcl  bills.  We 
felt  like  wo  were  lucky,  good  looking 
or  dressed  well  to  bo  ablo  to  pick  up 
so  many  good  ridos.

Many  of  those  men  nro  prominent 
in  sonic  college  activity.  Most  of  them 
are  athletes  and  somo  of  them  nro  stud¬ 
ents  of  “13”  rank  in  the  sealo  of  grad¬ 
ing  in  liso  at  tho  College.  According 
to  tho  officers  there  is  much 
to  lie  gained  from  an  enlistment  in  tiio 
battery.  Asido  from  tiio  cliaiico  of  pro¬ 
motion  into  tiio  Regular  U.  S.  Army,  to 
which  members  of  the  battery  aro  eli¬ 
gible,  two  men  are  chosen  yearly  from 
the  National  Guard  of  Missouri  for 
appointment  to  West  Point.  A  former 
S.  T.  C.  student,  Kenneth  Grooson, 
after  being  in  the  Battery  for  a  year 
or  so,  received  an  appointment  to  tlie 
U.  S.  Flying  School.  After  six  months 
of  training  at  tiio  flying  school,  lie  will 
receive  a  Second  Lieutenant’s  Commis¬ 
sion  in  tho  Regular  U.  S.  Army  Flyingj 
Corps. 

Aside  from  tho  chances’  for  promo¬ 
tion  in  tho  Regular  U.  S.  Army,  mem¬ 
bership  in  tlie  Battery  lias  many  other 
valuable  features.  From  a  monetary 
standpoint,  it  lias  helped  to  pay  tlie 
wav  of  many  of  its  members  through 
tho  College.  Privates  rccicvo  $1.00  for 
each  drill.  In  a  three-year  period  it  is 
possiblo  to  increase  this  figure  to  $2.80 
for  each  drill  night,  and  still  bo  classed 
as  an  enlisted  man. 

Tho  Battery  provides  excellent  train¬ 
ing  in  physical  education,  which  is  be¬ 
ing  stressed  today.  The  drills,  tho  camp 


life,  tho  setting-up  exercises  nnd  var¬ 
ious  duties  of  tho  mombors  of  tho  Bat¬ 
tery,  taken  altogether,  give  tho  men 
excellent  and  strenuous  physical  excr- 
ciso.  / 

Besides  tho  physical  benefits,  there 
nro  a  number  of  psychical  advantages’. 
The  training  develops  tho  qualities  of 
leadership,  ns  well  ns  qualities  of  obed¬ 
ience  to  orders.  Discipline  has  long 
been  recognized  ns  ono  of  tho  greatest 
developers  of  character.  Tho  mental 
training  is  also  to  bo  mentioned.  Artil¬ 
lery  firing  is  ono  of  tho  most  difficulf.j 
branches  of  mathematics  wo  have.  The 
pieces  nro  not  fired  by  guess  work.! 
Careful  observations  nro  taken  and  the 
range,  angle  of  deflection,  corrections, 
windngc,  topography,  nnd  a  thousand 
and  ono  complicated  tilings  Hint  tho 
ordinary  citizen  never  sees,  enters  into 
tlie  proper  firing  of  a  battery  of  field 
artillery.  Everything  is  dono  by  caro- 
fully-workcd-out  mathematics  by  tho 
officers  at  tlie  observation  point.  A 
battery  does  not  hit  its  target  by 
chance.  As  much  skill  enters  into  tho 
proper  functioning  of  a  firing  battery 
nS  goes  into  tho  construction  of  a  sky¬ 
scraper  or  any  other  great  engineering 
font. 

A  battery  in  full  peace  time  strengtii 
consists  of  sixty-two  men.  Battery  C 
needs  about  five  men  to  fill  its  quota 
and  there  is  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  some  good  men  to  get  in  in  timo  to 
go  to  enmp.  This  camp  is  held  at  Fort 
Ricly,  Kansas,  for  fifteen  days.  It  is 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
regular  U.  S.  Army  and  the  men  receive 
tlioir  pay  for  this  period,  from  tiio  U. 
S.  Government.  Tho  men  receive  in¬ 
struction  in  artillery  firing  nnd  general 
camp  routine.  It  lias  been  the  custom 
in  tho  past  for  all  men  in  S.  T.  C.  who 
belong  to  tho  Battery  to  get  excused 


from  their  classes  for  the  period  of  tiio 
camp. 

Much  rivalry  exists  nt  the  camp 
among  tho  different  divisions  of  tho 
Missouri  National  Guards  in  competi¬ 
tive  firing  nnd  general  camp  discipline. 
Battory  O  1ms  won  her  share  of  tho 
medals  and  trophies  and  hopes  to  annex 
more  of  them  tiiiS  summer. 

The  present  battery  is  officered  by 
Captain,  Edward  V.  Condon;  First 
Lieutenant,  IT.  F.  Lawrence;  Second 
Lieutenant,  Vodro  M.  Willoughby;  Sec¬ 
ond  Lieutenant,  Stephen  J.  Donahue. 

Sergeant  Guy  L.  Mercer  of  the  Regu¬ 
lar  U.  S.  Army  lias  been  detailed  to 
instruct  tho  Buttery,  nnd  spends  nil  of 
hiB  timo  nt  this  duty.  Ho  is  nlso  in¬ 
structor  for  tho  Burlington  unit  nnd 
tlie  one  at  Albany. — E.  B.  Trullinger.
